The Montgomery County Citizens Council held a public’ 

, rally on the evening of 6/8/61. Carl Herbert Lancaster, 

Chairman of the council, referred to "that colossal misfit, 

United States Attorney General Robert Kennedy." He also called 
the Attorney General a traitor and said that the Attorney General 
planned the course of freedom riders through the South and worked 
behind the scenes to get southerners to "accept integration or 
else,” Lancaster also said that John Seigenthaler had a list in 
‘his pocket containing names of all of the freedom riders. 


MacDonald Gallion, Attorney General for the State of 
Alabama, was the main speaker. He read what was reported to be 
a verbatim transcript of the telephone conversation between the 
Attorney General and George E. Pruitt, manager of the Greyhound 
Bus station, Birmingham, Alabama, 5/15/61. This was the 
conversation in which the Attorney General requested Pruitt to 
obtain a driver so that the freedom riders could leave Birmingham 
by bus, Details of this conversation have been previously 
reported but in Gallion's version of the conversation the 
Attorney General used "hell" in one instance and used “damn" twice. 


Gallion quoted Susap(Wilbur4j4 a white female freedom 
rider, as having stated in afi affidavit that the Attorney General 
discussed the freedom rides on the telephone with Diane Nash, a 
freedom rider coordinator. Wilbur stated the freedom riders were. 
not worried about possible violence because they were pronseon 
Federal protection all the way to New Orieans. 


Gallion referred to the Attorney General as "Bobby-soxer 
Kennedy" and said he had decided to give up cowboys and Indians 
to play politics fast and loose to the endangerment of citizens, 
Gallion further stated that the Attorney General ordered Federal 
marshals to invade Alabama against the overwhelming wishes of the. 
citizens and with "wanton disregard for state sovereignty and 
state laws." He added that this was uncalled for, unnecessary 
and "simply коен propaganda,"

Gallion's speech included purported citations from a 
communist publication in an attempt to prove that efforts to 
desegregate are a communist program directed from Moscow. 

Gallion urged his listeners to stay within the law but to fight 
with determination to preserve the southern heritage and said, 
"le must not allow ourselves to be drawn into violence." 

The master of ceremonies, whose identity has not yet 
been determined, stated in reference to "Bobby-soxer Kennedy", 
"We are going to make a case against that man, we want to see him 
embarrassed by the truth, He is guilty of conspiracy ~ and anybody 
who can't see that is a fool." This speaker also asked why . 
freedom riders are not being arrested for violation of the Federal  . 
injunction against freedom rides in Alabama. “ 


Dr. Henry Lyons, Pastor, Highland Avenue Baptist Church 
in Montgomery, informed the Citizens Council rally that Montgomery 
‘is a target of Red Russian communism because Montgomery is a 
symbol of southern traditions, He expressed full confidence іп” 
Alabama officials and specifically named L. B. Sullivan, Montgomery 
Commissioner of Public Affairs, in this regard and stated, "Our 
heritage in the South is sacred and must not be surrendered."

DETAILS 


Six freedom riders were arrested upon their arrival at Jackson, 
Mississippi, at 5:20 PM (Central Standard Time) 6/10/61. They traveled from 
Nashville to Jackson by Greyhound bus. The trip and arrests were without 
incident. Trial is scheduled for 6/12/61. 


Six freedom riders were arrested upon their arrival in Jackson, 
Mississippi, at 1:02 PM (Central Standard Time) 6/11/61. They traveled 
by Greyhound bus from Nashville, Tennessee. The trip and the зен жеге 
without incident. 


As of 3:00 PM (Central Standard Time) 6/11/61, a total of 110 
freedom riders ¿had been arrested at Jackson, Mississippi, since 5/24/61. 
Twenty-two have been released on bond, four have been released upon the 
payments of fines, and 84 remain in custody. Those who are in custody in the 
. county jail are taking their meals; however, eight freedom riders in the city 
jail are refusing to eat. 


The press reports that the Hinds County Board of Supervisors, 
Jackson, Mississippi, has prepared papers for the purpose of transferring some 
of the freedom riders to work camps where they will chop cotton and do other 
manual labor. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee of the Alabama State Legislature P. С 
on 6/9/61 returned a favorable report on a bill to outlaw freedom rides in 
Alabama. The bill reportedly is based upon the premise that freedom rides 
will likely cause riots and the bill provides penalties of $300 and/or imprisonment 
‘for six months. | 

CORE, New York City, advised on 6/10/61 that

They were arrested without 
incident when they attempted to use white facilities at the 4 
airport and trial has been tentatively scheduled for. 8:00 р.ш., 
CST, 6/8/61. 


.Six freedom riders departed from Nashville, Tennessee, 
by Trailways Bus at 1:10 а.м., 6/7/61, arriving at Memphis, 
Tennessee, 6:25 a.m, At Memphis they ate in the white restaurant 
and tested other white facilities in the bus station without 
incident, The group continued to Jackson, Mississippi, by 
Trailways Bus, arriving at 1:12 p.m., CST, 6/7/61. The three 
white members of the group entered the Negro waiting room and 
the three Negro members entered the white waiting room, A11 
were arrested without incident and charged with breach of the 
peace when they refused to comply with instructions of the police 
that they:move on, Trial isstentatively scheduled for 6/8/61. \ 


Since 5/24/61, 81 freedom riders have been arrested at 
Jackson, Mississippi, 17 have been released on bond, two have been 
released upon payment of fines and 62 remain in custody, 


Mark Lane, member of the New York State Legislature, 
and Percy Sutton, President of the New York Chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement of‘Colored People (NAACP), arrived 
at Montgomery, Alabama, 11:40 asm., CST, 6/7/61, and in an inter- 
view with the press they stated that they would spenditheée night 
at the home of Reverend Solomon Seay, Sr., and would leave Montgomery 
at 7:36 a,m,, CST, 6/8/61, via Delta Airlines, arriving at 
Jackson, Mississippi, at 9:13 a.m. , CST. 


Sutton and Lane advised the press that they did not 
intend to test the facilities at the Jackson airport but were 
going to Jackson to confer with constituents, They would not 
explain or expand on this although the press specifically questioned 
them in this regard, They dididtate they had tested the facilities 
at Montgomery because they had heard the facilities had been 
desegregated and wanted to verify this.

Lane reportedly told the press that in a telegram to 
the Attorney General he had requested protection from the FBI 
and that they intended to contact the local FBI Office for pro- 
tection, No such contact has been made and no protection will 
be furnished.

United States Attorney Hartwell Davis, Montgomery, 
Alabama, received a telephone call from Rex Thomas of the 
Associated Press inquiring as to whether the activities о] 
were in violation of the Federal injunction against .

No mention was made of the FBI or Department of Justice, Wilkins 
also stated that the NAACP is starting a voters registration 
campaign in seven cities in Mississippi.

The airport terminal at Columbus, Georgia, has a 
snack bar operated by a concessionaire who leases it from the 
county. There is no restriction as to serving any race, but 
Negroes are not permitted to take seats at the counter. The 
waiting room at the terminal is not segregated; however, there 
are separate rest rooms for white and colored whilch are so 
identified by signs but Negroes have recently used the white 
rest rooms without interference. The airport is under the 
jurisdiction of the county commissioners. 


The airport at Tallahassee has separate rest rooms 
for white and colored which are so identified by signs. Just 
inside the main terminal entrance there is a sign with 
directional arrows pointing to the colored waiting room and 
rest rooms. The restaurant in the Tallahassee air terminal 
does not have any signs indicating segregation but the city 
manager has advised that restaurant employees are under 
instructions to refuse service to Negroes and to direct then 
to a small lunch counter adjacent to the restaurant. The lunch 
counter bears a sign which states "Colored." None of the 
drinking fountains in the terminal.are marked in any way. 


The Tallahassee Municipal Airport terminal and all 


of its facilities are governed by the Tallahassee City Commission.

Information has previously been received regarding 
a group of freedom riders who were to travel from San Francisco, 
California, to New Orleans, Louisiana, by train and who were 
to proceed from New Orleans to Jackson, Mississippi, on 6/19 or 
6/20/61.

Farris Bryant, Governor of Florida, issued the following 
statement on 6/16/61:

Unfortunately these people were not willing to 
leave Florida without creating discord and securing attendant 
publicity. In the last ten minutes of their scheduled stay, 
they embarked upon a new course designed to make trouble.
